Again,  in  1959,  community  projects  were  an  important  part  of  the  total  con- 
servation program*  There  were  107  pooling  agreements  carried  out  benefiting 
80U  farms  in  18  counties®  Encouraged  by  program  assistance,  producers  par- 
ticipating in  these  pooling  agreements  carried  out  certain  practices  to  a 
much  greater  extent  than  the  extent  on  which  cost  sharing  was  based®  Accord- 
ingly, the  total  conservation  accomplishment  under  these  agreements  was  much 
greater  than  is  indicated  by  the  ACP  cost  sharing®

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The  Wyoming  State  ASC  Committee  called  a meeting  of  the  State  Sugar  Beet 
Recommendation  Group  to  be  held  November  20*  1958 0 The  purpose  of  this 
meeting  was  to  obtain  recommendations  from  the  group  to  formulate  the 
1 959  State  Sugar  Beet  Program,,  This  group  consisted  of  county  office 
managers * county  committeemen * sugar  beet  grower  association  members*  re- 
presentatives from  the  sugar  beet  companies * State  office  personnel*  a 
representative  from  the  Sugar  Division * and  the  Wyoming  ASC  State  Committee 0 

Having  heard  recommendations  from  all  the  group*  the  Wyoming  State  Committee 
formulated  the  policies  which  governed  the  operation  of  the  1959  sugar  beet 
pro  gram  0 

The  State  received  a State  allocation  of  38*552  acres  of  beets.  This  ac- 
reage was  allocated  to  the  Holly  and  Great  Western  factory  areas  on  the 
basis  of  the  average  of  the  smaller  of  the  accredited  acreage  for  the  years 
1955*  1956*  and  1957  or  the  average  county  area  allocation  for  the  same 
three  years.  The  Holly  area  received  27*818  acres  and  the  Great  Western 
area  received  10*73U  acres. 

The  allocation  was  allotted  to  old  producers  on  the  basis  of  the  average 
accredited  acres  for  the  years  1955*  1956*  and  1957 <>  After  taking  a one 
percent  reserve  for  new  growers  and  one  percent  reserve  for  appeals  and 
corrections*  old  growers  received  10*5l5  acres  in  the  Great  Western  area 
and  27*262  acres  in  the  Holly  area.

There  was  a total  of  1073  old  growers  requesting  l[8*101  acres  of  beets 
under  the  1 959  Sugar  Program.  The  total  State  allocation  was  planted  under 
the  1959  Sugar  Program.  1959  sugar  beet  payments  were  made  to  all  growers 
in  the  State  by  February  1*  I960.  The  payments  made  under  the  sugar  pro- 
gram are  conditioned  upon  the  producers5  compliance  with  child  labor  pro- 
visions and  fo:-  fair  wage  rate  provisions  of  the  Sugar  Act.  There  were  no 
violations  of  these  provisions  under  the  1959  Sugar  Beet  Program.  The 
tables  following  this  narrative  give  a complete  summary  of  the  1959  Sugar 
Beet  Program.

Wheat  Acreage  Allotment 

Secretary  of  Agriculture * Ezra  Taft  Benson * exercised  his  authority  under 
the  law  and  proclaimed  wheat  acreage  allotments  in  effect  for  the  1960-crop 
year.  The  national  allotment  of  55*000*000  acres  was  apportioned  among  the 
several  States  on  the  basis  of  the  average  of  the  average  10-year  seedings 
(19U8-1958)  and  the  5-year  average  seeding  (195U-1958)  adjusted  for  trend. 

As  a further  adjustment  for  trendy  the  i960  final  base  could  not  exceed  120 
percent  of  the  1955-1958  average  seedings*  nor  could  it  be  less  than  80  per- 
cent of  the  1955-1958  average  seedings. 

Wyoming  received  28U*95U  acres  as  its  share  of  the  national  allotment.  This 
compared  with  289*527  acres  received  under  the  1 959  program. 

The  State  committee  apportioned  the  State  wheat  allotment  to  the  counties  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  national  allotment  was  apportioned  to  the  States.  A 
reserve  for  new  growers  of  300  acres  and  a reserve  for  appeals  and  corrections 
of  200  acres  was  held  at  the  State  level.  This  left  28U*li5U  acres  to  be 
allocated  to  the  counties.  The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the 
i960  State  wheat  allotment  to  the  counties;

Right  on  the  farm  is  a good  place  for  this  storage 
in  most  cases. 

Since  the  inauguration  of  farm  storage  facility 
loan  program  in  June*  1 9h9 s a total  of  U., 773.? 000 
bushels  of  new  farm  storage  has  been  erected  through 
these  farm  storage  facility  loans  in  looming. 

328<,OOQ  bushels  of  this  new  storage  was  erected  in 
the  last  year  by  58  producers.

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THE  SOIL  BANK  PROGRAM 
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This  is  a summary  report  of  the  conservation  reserve  program  of  the  soil  bank 
for  the  calendar  year  1959 o The  Agricultural  Act  of  1956,  Public  Law  5kQ$  8Uth 
Congress , approved  May  28 9 1956,  established  the  conservation  reserve  program® 

The  conservation  reserve  program  of  the  soil  bank  is  one  of  the  tools  being 
used  to  reduce  agricultural  surpluses®  Its  primary  purpose  is  to  divert  land 
from  the  production  of  crops®  It  also  provides  assistance  to  farmers  in  es- 
tablishing and  maintaining  protective  cover  or  other  sound  conservation  prac- 
tices on  the  land  placed  in  reserve® 

The  conservation  reserve  is  a voluntary  program,  under  which  the  participating 
farmer  signs  a contract  to  withdraw  a specified  acreage  of  cropland  from  pro- 
duction for  a period  up  to  10  years®  He  also  agrees  to  comply  with  any 
acreage  allotments  on  his  farm  and  to  reduce  his  total  crop  acreage  by  the 
amount  of  the  land  placed  in  the  reserve®  The  farmer  also  agrees  to  provide 
adequate  vegetative  or  other  approved  conservation  cover  on  the  land  placed 
in  the  reserve®  Under  this  contract 5 the  Federal  Government  agrees  to  make 
an  annual  rental  payment  for  the  land  held  out  of  production  and  to  assist 
with  the  cost  of  establishing  the  conservation  reserve  practices  on  the  re- 
serve acreage® 

Approximately  sixty-five  thousand  acres  of  cropland  in  Wyoming  were  added  to 
the  conservation  reserve  in  1959c  Nationally,  only  about  two-thirds  of  the 
cropland  offered  for  1959  contracts  could  be  accepted  within  the  funds  avail- 
able and  a bid  and  acceptance  system  was  used  to  give  priority  to  producers 
making  the  best  offers® 

Prior  to  1 959  only  about  twenty-two  percent  of  the  farmers  participating  in 
the  program  in  Wyoming  placed  all  their  cropland  in  the  reserve®  However 9 
about  eighty  percent  of  the  farmers  signing  contracts  in  1959  placed  all 
their  cropland  in  the  reserve®  This  was  chiefly  due  to  higher  rental  pay- 
ments per  acre  for  the  entire  cropland  in  the  program® 

These  greater  incentives  for  entire  eligible  acreage  participation  brought 
more  farmers  and  more  good  quality  land  into  the  program®  A farmer  who 
places  all  his  cropland  in  the  conservation  reserve  can  continue  to  live  on 
the  farm,  maintain  a home  garden  and  use  the  non-cropland  pasture®  Placing 
the  entire  eligible  cropland  in  the  reserve  removes  the  entire  crop  produc- 
tion potential  of  the  farm,  including  the  allotment  crops,  since  none  of  the 
acreage  is  left  for  more  intensive  farming® 

Grass  cover  continues  to  be  the  most  popular  of  the  conservation  practices 
carried  out  on  the  conservation  reserve  land®

There  was  favorable  loss  experience  on  all  crops  and  in  all  three' ^ 
counties  during  1959* 

Previous  years*  experience  from  19U7  through  1958  shows  that  drouth 
accounted  for  approximately  h0%  of  losses  with  hail  second  with  27% 
followed  by  winterkill  and  wind. 

The  bean  crop  in  Goshen  County  suffered  some  loss  due  to  an  early 
freeze  and  mary farmers  reported  a total  loss,
